marines. Among theſe mutineers

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ſerved before, was the boatſwain; * 
© who, inſtead of exerting the authority - 
he had over the reſt, to keep them 


within bounds as much as poſhble, was 
himſelf a ringleader in their riot: him, 


without reſpect to the figure he then 


made, for he was in laced cloaths, Cap- 


tain Cheap, by a blow. well laid on 
with his cane, felled to the ground.

was neceſſary to fall upon ſome expe- . 


| dient, without delay, which might 


ſerve our purpoſe: accordingly the 
gunner, carpenter, and ſome more,

cable habitation. Having thus eſta- - 
bliſhed ſome ſort of ſettlement, we had 
the more leiſure to look about us, and 

to make our reſcarches with greater 
accuracy than we had before, after 
ſuch ſuppliesas the moſt deſolate coaſts 
are ſeldom unfurniſhed with. Accord 
ingly we ſoon provided ourſelves with - 


ſome ſea-fowl, and found limpets, 


muſsles, and other ſhell-fiſh in tolera- 


ble abundance; but this-rummaging 
of the ſhore was now becoming ex- 
tremely irkſome to thoſe who had any 
feeling, by the bodies of our drown- 
ed people thrown among the rocks, 
ſome of which were hideous ſpecta- 
cles, from the mangled condition they 


were in by the violent ſurf that drove 
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in pon the coaſt. W — 
overcome by the diſtreſſes of our peo- 
ple, who were even glad of the occa- 
ſion of killing the gallinazo (the car- 
rion crow of that country) while prey- 
ing on theſe carcaſes, in order to make 
a meal of them. But a proviſion by 
no means proportionable to the num- 
ber of mouths to be fed could, by our 
utmoſt induſtry, be acquired from that 
part of the iſland we had hitherto tra- 
verſed: therefore, till we were in a 
capacity of making more diſtant ex- 
curſions, the wreck was to be appli- 
ed to, as often as poſſible, for ſuch 
| ſupplies as could be got out of her. 
But as this was a very precarious fund 
in its preſent fituation, and at beſt 
could not laſt us long; conſidering too 
that it was very uncertain how long 
we might be detained upon this iſland; 
the ſtores and proviſion we were ſo 
_ fortunate as to retrieve, were not on- | 
ly to be dealt out with the moſt fru- 
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gal economy, but a ſufficient quanti- 
ty, if poſſible, laid by, to fit us out, 
whenever we could agree upon any 
method of tranſporting ourſelves from 
this dreary ſpot. The difficulties we 


had to encounter in theſe viſits to the 


wreck, cannot be eaſily deſcribed ; for 
no part of it being above watey ex- 
cept the quarter · deck and part of the 
fore - caſtle, we were uſually obliged 


to purchaſe ſuch things as were with- 
in reach, by means of large hooks faſ- 


tened to. poles, in which buſineſs we 


were much incommoded by the dead 


bodies footing between decks.

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boats upon ſome diſcovery, to un 
us of our ſituation.

They were very de- 
ſirous of knowing what countrymen 
we were. We told them we were
